A, This Threefold Divifion of Sin is warranted 
by thar Threefold Divifion of our Duty, f{pecified 
by St. @2u/ in his 2d Chaprer of his Epiftle to Ts- 
tus, The Grace of Got, that bringeth Salvation, hath 
appear'd unto all Men, teaching us, that, Denying 
Ungodline/s and Worldly Lufis, we fhou'd live SO- 
BERLT, RIGHTEOUSLY, and GODLY, inthis pre- 
fene World. And cherctore Sobriety (nor in it’s 
common {enfe, as only oppos’d to Drunkenefs, but 
In a larger and more Extenfive one ) includes all 
the Duties, which we Owe co our felves ; Righe 
teoufne/s thofe, which we Owe ro our Neighbours; 
and Godline/s thofe,which we Owe to God, Whence 
to act counter to Godline/s, Rix teoufnefs, and So- 
briety, is a Sin againft God, our Neighbour, and 
Our felves. Not but thar, when we Sin againtt, 
either our Neighbour, or our feives, we Sin againft 
Ged too, inalmuch as by {o doing we Difobey his 
Pofitive Commands. And when we Sin againft, 


either God or our Neighbour, we Sin apainft our 
felves too, in thar by ‘either of the foremention’d 
Sins we render our lelves obnoxicus ro Eternal Mi- 
fery in Contrariety ro the Indifpenfible Law of 
Self-Prefervation. Bur that threefold Diftinétion 
bears refpeét, not to rhe Intermediate, bur to the 
Immediate Object of our Sin. Ard therefore to 
Sin againft our felves is to Violate thofe Laws of 
God, by which we are to fegulare our behaviour 
to ourfeives. And thefe we Violate by Drunken- 
ne(fs, Gluttony and the Like. To Sin againft out 
Neighbour is to Difobey thofé Divine Command- 
ments, by which we are to’order our Deportment 
to our Neighbour ; namely, rhofe Commandments, 
which are ulually ftil’d the Duties of the fecond 
Table. And thefe we Difobey by Injuftice, Mur- 
der, Adultery, and the like. To Sin againft God 
isto Diiregard thofe Precepts of His, whereby he 
has Prefcrib’d the Manner of our Carriage towards 
himilelf ; namely, thofe Precepts, which are com= 
monly call'd the Duties of the Firft Table. And 
thefe we Difregard by Perjury, Idolatry, and fuch 
like Enormities. ead 

Q, Gentlemen, Pray, what Reafon can you give 
that Jainaica fhould be fo often troubled with Tem 
pefis and Earthquakes. more than any other of our 
Plantations, Yours, ‘ | 

A. We beg leave to deny the foutdation of the 
Queftion. For Earthquakes and Hurricanes ( fo 
Common to the Caribee Iflands ) very rarely hap- 
pen in Famaica, And for this reafon it is, thar fome 
actribure thar Dreadful Earthquake, which prov’d 
of fuch fatal confequence to that Deptorable Ifland 
in the Year 93 of the laft Century, not to a Na- 
tural, but a Moral Caufe ; namely, tothe Wiched- 
nfs of Them, that Dwelt therein, Whence they 
think it reafonable to conclude, that God's Fudg- 
ments were therefore im that part of the Earth, that 
the Inhabitants thereof might Learn Righseoufnefi, 

Q. Woo were the Herodians ? 

A. They were call'd Herodians frorn Herod the 
Great, whom they particularly favour'd, and were 
the Principal Supporters of his Reign. And indeed 
it highly concernd Herod to gain (by all the Me- 
thods, that Policy coud fuggeft ) as Powerful a 
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Party, a8 poffibly he cou'd, to Efpoule his fecular 
concerns, and’thar upon a Tareefold account. 

1. Becaufe he was a Stranger by Birth, and not 
a Native of Fudea. The fers were a Proud and 
Haughty People, they Contemn’d and Hated ail 
the World abour them, and choughr, that rhis Ter 
reftrial Globe was fram’d for. none but themicWwes, 
as tho’ the Earth were Theit’s and the Fullnefs there- 
of. And fuch was their Il!-narure and Inf®!ence ro 
Strangers, as to give occafion.to the Roman Saty- 
rift to fay, that a Few wou'd nor direét a Foreign 
Travailer in his way. They look’d upon the Gen- 
tiles asmmere Slaves, asthe Refule and Off-icouring 
of the Earth, and allow’d them no betier Title rhan 
that of Dogs. And therefore the Meek and Humbe 
gefus does nomore rhan Allude (and ‘uch an Ail. 

on may be taken as an handfome reproof ) than 
allude to the Imperious and Infulcing Fews, when 
he fays to the Syrophenician ( and confequently a 
Gentile) Woman, is it meet to take the Children’s 
bread, and caf? it to Dogs. And now, can we 
think, that fo [ll-remper’d a Pcople ccu'd brook 
without reluctance to fubmit to a Stranger,who be- 
caufe a Stranger, was the Object of their Scorn. 
That they wou'd tamely fuffer one, they Hated, to 
be Lord over them. Hered allo knew, that they 
were not Only a Proud, bur an Obftinare, Seditious, 
Sriff-necked People. He knew (if he believ’d the 
Scriprures,if he fincerely affented to that Law, with 
which he Externaily complied ) that they had fre- 
quently Kebeli d againft cheir very God, that they 
had Rejected their very Maker from being their 
King. We may confider too, that the Mofaick 
Law forbad them to fer a Stranger on the Throne, 
which Prohibition they were too ready to Expound 
in fuch a Rigurous Senfe, as wou'd fuftify their 
Rebellion againft their Governors. And therefore 
Herod was 100 Politick a Prince not to ufe Proper 
Merhods of Prevention, not to fecure a fteady In- 
cereft with a Party, that might at once Defend 
and Recommend him too, 

2, Herod Owed his Soveraignty to the Reman 
Power. He recciv’d his Crown of Mark Antony, 
to whofe hare fell the Eaftern Parts in the Divifion 
of the World between Him andCefar. And when 
rhe latter had engrofsd the Empire, Herod made 
bis Court to him with fo fucce{stul an Addrefs,asto 
obtain a Confirmation of Antony's Conceffion. Can 
we then iuppofe, that the Fews wou'd readily ac- 
quiefce in the Government of a Stranger, who was 
impos upon him by Strangers too. The Hiftory 
of that People {ufficiently declares their Averfion to 
the Romans. When Fudas the Gaulanite, not long 
after the Death of Herod, Excited the People to 
Rebel dgainft C.efar,fuch Numbers adhered te him, 
that, tho’ they were leafonably Prevented from cx- 
ecuting their Defigns, they were yet Powerful e- 
noughto form a New Se& among the Fews, 

3. If we confider, what a Tyrant this Herod was, 
we cannot but allow, that he needed Herodians to 
Protect his Soveraignty. Nor Infancy, nor Nobi- 
lity, nor Learning, nor Confanguinity,cou’d Refcue 
from his Inhuman Cruelty. Fic {par'd nor the Wife 
of his Bofom, the Beautiful Mariamne, no, nor yer 
his own Bowels, to wit, hisSon Antipacer, 

As for other Particulars concerning thefe Hero- 
dians, we have Elfewhere related them upon ano- 
ther occafion. |
